«m afraid it will get away. " Ke al.-to said 
it . ws( ^' Jeaking and he had had to to 
athure there, Sproule was taken t" 
Warm Spring*; ho was not at that lime 
handouflfed. Anderson gaTe me the 
bandcuffii and iold me tu uut ihein on 
Aa i was doin^ so SihouIb 6>id, "Thete 
it no illfeeliiig itmoiig thu voung men o!- 
the .outside." After waiting u little I 
■iked 1)|in what he meant, and added: 
"Are you afraid <'f being lynched?" He 
answered nie. "Well, I don't Icno*-; 1 
heard iome whispering outside." 1 told 
him 1 didn't think he need be afraid of 
being lynched. Never up to the time of 
' s the preliminary examination did I »ay 
ADythiDD! to ISpruule us to the reason of 

' ' hilt Arrea<l;. "fbo eoantry on the weat side 
■ot the lake is a rough country, ooyered 
•with fallen timber and has many gulclica. 
I nerer have known peo|ile when K''i"g 'n 
■or out to travel any other way than up 
4knd down the K"olei)ay river. (To Mr. 
"T. Davie) — My menmry ia uiit better now 
than it was at the time uf the preliminary 
' •«xamiD*tion, hut I don't remember 
whether I spoke about Sproule saying to 
tno, "Hammill will never want to jump 
another msn's claim;" but I remember 
after I had given my evidence asking 
■ome of the boys if I had mentioned it. 
I am quite sure I did not hear somebody 
else say it. I can sea that man (pointing 
to the prisoner) sitting in the boat and 
laying it. When I returned with Duncan 
he informed me of the homicide; 
the time must have been* between 12 and 
1. It was Anderson who resolved to pur- 
sue Sproule, and the canno was one of 
the craft picked uut for the purpose. 
When I got over to UammiU'a cabin with 
Duncan, Anderson was in H.-kmmiU's 
oabiu, where the body was. Sproule was 
inspected from the first. It was betwoen 
5 and 6 o'clock when we loft Galena bay 
just previous to our pursuit of Sproule, 
getting to Hot Springs after C, and start- 
ing from there after 7. We made en- 
quiries of the Indiana at the outlet of 
Kuotenay river aa to whether they had 
seen a white boat. They said they had 
leen a white boat close to Capo Horn go- 
ing south. They pointed to the eun, and 
we judged from where they pointed it 
wai'about the middle of the afternoon. 
They did nut say "aitcuin" aiin. Wo were 
particular as to the elevation at which 
they pointed, because we wanted to see 
how much start Sproule had. I call the 
middi« of the afternoon about 3 or 4 
o'clock. I can give no opinion as to the 
»te at which we traveled. When we 
lighted. Sproule he was probably about 
lis or seven, miles away. I don't think 
•we were a mile distant from him 
when he pulled in shore; think it 
wai half a mile; it might have been morn 
He was at Grst pulling in the direction of 
Kootenay river. Most decidedly we 
4;ould not travel faster on land than on 
tha Ifke. I know of no trail along either 
lide'of the lake. There was no trail 
where Sproule went Bshoro. Rocks were 
there, but a sandy beach above and be- 
low the landing ho made. We landed 
•bout a mile south of where Sproule did; 
did so to get into calm '.rmer under the l«e 
of a point.. We first went to the boat in 
the evenicg on £he laine d^y; did not 
pull up the b at but waited and watched 
. for two honrs until the moon came up, 
when I took the boat and rowed hack to 
where our own boat was I knew the 
boat leaked a Uttle|-did not bail it out 
that night. I don't ktibw °' that Sproule 
broke his arm a year ago. 

To foreman of jury — Hammill h^d no 
other enemy besides Sproule that I know 
of. 

Ari'ER RECESS. 

Ohal. Moulson, recalled by Mr. T. 
Davie— I did not lee any Icidians or hear 
any shoti fired in "the vicinity of the Blue : 
bell on the 29th Nitvember, 
; ^9 the atturnajr-geiieiiil— I noticed at 



the time of Sproule's arrest tlTat his pants 
were ton). 

T. R. Manning, sworn— I am an engi- 
neer. I was engaged this last summer in 
running a steamboat between Bonner's 
ferry and the Kootenay mines. I was on 
board when Spruule was taken back to the 
Kootenay mines. As Sproule was com- 
ing on board he reached out his hand to a 
mac named Rico an though for assistance. 
He dropped aomething into Rice's hand 
I supposed it was a nui^get or a specimen 
of some kind, remaiking that ha had befen 
trying to get a measnge to Dr Hendrick's 
agent of the Kootenay Mining Co. but he 
oouM hot get it through without the signa- 
ture of the officer in charge. Prisoner 
requested Rice to have it transmuted I 
followed Rice along the deck and asked 
him to let me sea the nugsot ho had got, 
or whatever Sproule had given him. He 
said he had given him nothing. I replied 
that he had as I had seen something given 
him by the ppiaoner. He then sr.id I 
might as well let yoii see it for I expect 
I will have to let someone see it; if I do 
not "it might get me into difticulty aa I 
don't know the law in this C'lUnfry He 
then opened his hand and producing 
a leaf from a pocket book road to me 
what was written upon it ([jiper pnidnced 
and identified by witnfSf) The words were 
"I aIrA Well satiafied that AnderBon knew 
that Thomas Himmill W'ls foiiig to jump 
the Bluebell claim, as they were thick 
together. I am iii't allowed to communi- 
cate a word in writing that they cannot 
see withouTa warrant or a paper being. 
They took all my money. They may con- 
fiSG&ta' the provisions that belong to the 
E'M". &S. Co., but 1 shall protest, as 
they were invoiced to the company. Tell 
the company to send down men to work. 
Icouldnotbe on all the claims on the 
west aide." I saw Sproule writing on a 
rock in a red pocket book on his knee, he 
tore out the sheet and put it in his pocket. 
(To Mr. Davie)— VVhen I saw i|proule 
writing it was previous U> his getting on 
b ird. The Reindeer was a freight and 
passenger boat. 

Henry Anderson, sworn — I am a con- 
stable at Kootenay; I know the prisoner 
at the bar; on the 31st May between one 
and two o'clock on Sunday Hammill was 
tiking lunch with me; about the time we 
got through, pr isoner walked into thecahin, 
but on being invited, refused to take any 
lunch; Hammill theft got up and walked 
out._ Sproule in conversation then mou- 
tiotim that he had received a letter from 
Dr. Hendricks for me containing money 
for re-recording the claims belonging to 
the company. Sproule at the aamo time 
meiitiotied that the time for re-recording 
fome of them had expired He said that 
he had foraotten the letter, but would 
bring it the next day. .Ia further . cin- 
versntion with him afterwardi, he, .was 
t..lking of putting the boat over, when I 
remarked, "You had better 8t'>p ov-r 
niyh' and go over in the m >rriing " . Hi' 
s-iid, "I rau^t go over to-niyht, bi'Ciuse I 
intend to brine over two men t -inoi- 
rosv to wor'<' 'ho claims on this side i f ihe 
lake." Before that I asked him if he in- 
tended going to Sand Point, to which he 
replied m the negative — that he in O'ldtd 
to stay there all summer and wo'k the 
claims. I was iufMrmed ne.xt day of the 
murder, made investigation and aturied in 
pursuit of Sproule from the Hot Sprinas. 
Wo reachod the outlet suraotimo between 
9 and 10 o'cl' ck. VVe left MuLeodHnrl 
1 ho boat there, proceeding in the canoe, 
accompanied by an Indian. About f no 
o'clock in the morning we saw a b it 
ihead, about 4 miles away, heaclitiL' s >uth 
for the K')otenay river Wo gave 
chase and began to overhaul 
her When we got somewhere 
within a mile uf her the boat turned in 
toward shore, niaking a landing amongst 
boulders and exposed to the waves. I 
saw him get out of his boat, pick up hia 
rifle and annibthiog else and start for the 
bush. About a niilo further wo landed in 
a sheltered spot. About half a mile from 
where I first saw him there was a splendid 
landing — sandy beach. The invariable 
Cimne of travel to the boundar|^ was to 
follow the river. There is a trail which 
follows the sinuoaities of the Kootenay 
river,- but is only available at low water. 
It runs from a place called Kootenay 
Point. To the boat of my judgment, 
where Sproule landed was fifteen uiles 
throujtH bush from Rocky Point, where 
the trail commenced. The country there 
was very rough. The generally computed 
distance from Hot Springs to the mouth 
of the river was 57 miles; from the outlet 
to the mouth of the river is about 46 
miles. The distance that Sproule had 
covered I considered was such that he 
must have pulled during the night -s well 
as the day. On the 3d wo started 
for the boundary, a further diatance of 
30 or 35 miles. On the morning of the 
4th I sent Mouison with some Indiana up 
the Fort Shepherd trail. I myself took 
two Indians about three miles further 
north, to whore the mountains narrowed 
in, for the purpose of watching during 
the night. Aa soon as I landed tX this 
spot one of the Indians and I went fur- 
ther on, between the base of the moun- 
tain and a slough. Finding no track, 
went half a mile further. -Wliile there 
we heard shots, went back aa fast as we 
could and found the Indian! had left had 
killed a boar. I made a fire, and about 7 
o'clock I heard the brush cracking. I 
picked up my riflo and held it at the 
charge, and a fow seconds after Sproule 
walked imt of the brush about 15 or 20 
yards from me. The Indians were behind 
me some distanoe — about 30 feet — too far 
foi me to give them warning without 
alarinint; the prisoner, who h id tiis rifle 
in one hand and gunny aack in the other, 
his gaze directed to the ground. I spoke 
to him, aaying, "I have I'aen waiting for 
you, .Mr. Sproule; throw down that gunl" 
He stood moving the nflii backwards and 
forwards....' in uu undecided manner, 
when I ordered li'in a second time to 
ihrow his rifle asiiio, whereupon he did 
BO, saying, '"All riijlii, then." The rifle 
at that time was in its cover. I ordered 
him to walk up to the camp and atrip him 
self of any weapons he might have upon 
him. Having no handcuffs- I tied bis 
hands. In the gunny sack <;eres(mie toa, 
flour and sugar and one tin plate; no 
means of making tea. The quantity was 
enough to last a man a dxy or two; had 
no blankets. I did not inform him of the 
charge upon which I arrested him, nor 
did I tu'unoquently inform him, nor did 
he ask me at any timo. I waiohud bim ail 
night and founa ha h8dSfl7-26. Atpriaan- , 



ers request I paid out of that to Mr. .Ry- 
kert $62.50 for duties. When at the 
boundary he asked for a mustard plaster 
saying he had fallen down while on his 
way up and hurt his side, and thuught h» 
bad broken a rib. I could, however, find' 
no trace of any bruise and ho was appar- 
ently quite sound. There were no 
bUnkets found ill the boat. 

To Mr. T. Davie— 1 don't think we 
.were a mile and a half from Sproule when 
he turned in shuro. My opinion at the 

time WHS that it was that- diatance We 

wore traveling from five to itx'inileFiin 
hour, going pretty fast. I went to Koote- 
n^ay last July twelvemonth, located at 
VVild Horao creek, probably J CO or 170 
miles from H>it Springs 1 naver ..heard 
of .the Hudson's Bay pack trail along the 
west side^f.the lake; nor,, of; jiny.. Indian 
traila therel',.Xt(>(ik dojva'a •written stater 
ment of House' aiidiinejtwo ,Wdife'«'(p^o? 
duced). I think 'the" reason the larger 
cartridges will not fit is -because the rifle 
is dirty. 

To the attorney general — There was no 
sign or trace 'if a trail along which Sproule 
could have come when ho was arreated, 
The map regarding the lake part I con- 
aider fairly accurate. - r 

With the H.xci-p'ion of the testimony of 
Mr. W S. G.ireaa to thu olhcial draught- 
ing of a map of Kootenay lake produced 
in Court, this closed thu case for the 
oroyn.

McLaren vs. Clay. —The Municipality 
Act, 1881, s. 104, gives power to the 
municipal council to make bylaws in re- 
lation generally to shop, saloon, tavern, 
and : other licenses (aub-s. 2), and to 
8aloona,taverna, and billiard rooms, (sub a. 
•3),-'and'parttbularly for the purposes of or- 
dering and eufoircing the closing of saloons 
during such hours of the niuht and on Sun- 
days as may be thought expedient (sub-s. 
38) In exerciac itmay bepreaumod, of these 
powera, and of any others that may apply, 
the couticil haa recently (in Octr.ber, '85) 
paaaedabyliw which declares that "no 
person shall opi:ii or keep open any saloon, 
tavern, or place for ihu silu of, or sell, 
any intoxlunttuf; Iiquur by retail within 
the city of Victoria between 12 o'clock at 
night and 5 o'clock in the next forenoon, 
but thia clause shall not apply 'o the sale 
of liquor with a meal in a hotel or rea- 
taurunt." 

Tho defendant, who ia a liconaed aaloon 
keeper in the city, kept open his saloon 
for the salu of, and sold, intoxicating 
liquor by retail between midnight and 5 
a. m.,of the 21-22 of November last, 
thereby committing an infraction of the 
by-law; and tho only dofence offered is 
that the bylaw in invalid. Thia being a 
lino of defunce which haa often been, and 
doubtlesa often will be, raised in 
tho police court, and ono which it ia my 
duty to adjudicate upon, it will be con- 
venient that I should coiiaidor in detail 
the arguments of the learned counael for 
tho defonco and state the reasons for the 
conoluaion at which I arrive. 

The firat |)oint raised is, that before 
the passing of the bylaw in question a 
similar bylaw had been introduced during 
the same year and negatived. Nothing 
more than the title of tho defeated bylaw 
was [iroved to mo, and that differs entire- 
ly from the other. But apart from the 
want of proof, it may bo doubted whother 
I have any power to consider an objection 
not apparent on the face of tho bylaw. 
In Ontario even the judges of tho aape- 
rior courts have repeatedly refused to ex- 
ercise such a power, and doubted whether 
thoy possessed it. (Sutherland vs. East 
Nisaouri, 10 Q. H, Gut., 020) If I 
havo the power, and if tho objection wore 
proved, it seems to me to be merely a 
question of order in the council, and to 
affeot the validity of the bylaw. 

Tho next objeciion is that sub-s. 38 only 
authiu'izes tliu closiiisi of saloons — not tho 
stoppage of the sale of li(iuor. What is 
a aaloon but a place for the sale of liquor, 
and what could bo the object of ch sing 
it but to stop the sale? It has never been 
hold, and I hope never will bo, that a by- 
law must be limited to the ip.iisshna iv.rbci 
of the statute. Such a hypercritical rule 
would deteat almost any bylaw. On the 
contrary, it haa been held in tho highest 
court in England, taking a broader view 
than some of the Canadian courts, that a 
power to iinpoae impriaonment warranted 
a bylaw imposing imprisonment with hard 
lubor. (Hodge va. Reg.,9App. Ca.,117.) 
The significant words uSed by the judicial 
committee are, under thesu very general 
terma, "the imposition of punishment 
by imprisonment," there is imported 
an authority to add to the cotitinoment in 
prison that which ia genoi'allv incident to 
it— hard labor." (Id. 133.) I ahall be 
within tho spirit, of ttiis decision in hold- 
ing that under the general power to close 
saloona there ia imported an authority to 
add that which is incident to it— the stop- 
page of the sale of liijuor. 

'J'lio third objection is thai tho bylaw is 
unreaaonable, becauao it makoa no excep- 
tion iu favor of travelers nor in cases of 
aioknesa. If it had made such exception 
Mr. Davie would probably have contend- 
ed that it was bad for discrimination on 
that point. The answer is two-fold: tho 
statute gives express auihority to close 
saloons without exception, thus excluding 
tho oi'joction altogether; and even if this 
were not so, tho queatioti would be merely 
one of public policy, imt of natural jus- 
tice, and the ci'y c mncil must bo conaid- 
ored competent to (kcido it. 

Mr. Davie then contends that tho by- 
law la bad l.ec.uie ii iliscniiiiiiatos against 
"al'iniis ii< f.'<<> >-f t ntxla Hiiil rvatriurauta 
B itiheaiH utc Itself diHcriminutes and 
aiittinnst-n (li-ieriini laMioi aij'tiiist aal i'ina 
I'heie u oo d '.-ici 1 uj I ipii Ion l)etweeii one 
saloon and another, imr between una 
aabion-keeper and aiiether During 
cortain houra the sale of liijuor for 
mere drinking is. prohibited; but those 
who require liquor with, and as a portion 
of, their food (and there are inany such 
among the beat men) can obtain it — not 
in a saloon, which soils liquor only, but 
in an hotel or restaurant, which sup- 
plies food. A somewhat similar ob- 
jection was taken in tho case of 
Hodge vs. Reg , to which I have already 
referred. A bylaw which prohibited 
liquor sellers from allowing any billiard 
table, etc , to be used duriny certain houra 
was claimed to be bad for disorimination, 
beoauae it placed kee[)era of billiard tables 
who aell liquor at a disadvantage as com- 
pared with those wli 3 do not. (9 A pp. 
ca. 119.) Tha objection was supported 
by reference to Jonas va. Gilbert, § 
S.CC. R. 350, and Co oley on Constitu- 
tional Limitation.^; but tijo court over- 
ruled it without discussion, remarking in 
reference to it iind some other points, — 
"Their lurdshipa do not think it neces- 
sary or useful to advert to s(nno minor 
points of diacuasioii." (Id. 135 ) 

Lastly, it ia contended that the bylaw 
intorfeyea with the defendant's vested 
rights, becausn.^ it places roatriotiona on 
his business which did not exist when ho 
paid for hia licence. Mr. Davie has not 
referred me to any authorities on thia 
point; and I am not awaro that it had 
over been raised before. The defendant 
must be presumed to havo known, before 
payinj for his licence, that power has 
been (.dven to tho council to regulate his 
saloon and to close it during certain hours. 
Tho bylaw merely regulates his trade — 
doos not -restrain it; and it does this 
under express atatutory authority. 

I find tho defendant guilty of an in- 
fraction of tho bylaw as charged, and fine 
him .550, to bo paid imniediately accord- 
ing to law, or to bo levied by distress; 
and in default of sufficient distyoos ha 
must bo impriaoi^ed ff^ir ouo month anlesa 
tho Qne and QoqU of distresa be aooner 
paid.

WUER.I5AS by "Tho Firemen's Act, 
18G4," it is enacted that from antl 
and after the paaaiti^' of that Act tho 
svholo of tho apparatus, whether engine, 
hoBo, hooks, ladder», o? other articles 
used with, or belonging to, or in any way 
apportaitiin;; to, the fire department of 
the city of Victoria ahall bo doomed for 
tho purposes of tluit net, to be tho prop- 
erty of the Viotori;* Fire Doparlniont, sub- 
ject to the order and contiol of tlie mayor 
and corporation of tho city of Victoria; 

And whereas, by ■ the "Municipality 
Act, 1881," and the Act to atuend the 
same pasaed in tho year 1883, it is enact- 
ed that in every municipality tho Council 
may from time to time make, alter and 
repeal, by-laws for any, of tho followinp 
Durposes, or iu relation to matters coming 
within tho classes of subjects next horein- 
iifter mentioned (amony others) that is to 
say, (59) for tho aaaistanco and regulation 
of Firo Departments, nnd (01) for electing 
Fire Engineers and appointing Firenion, 
and promoting, establishing and regulat- 
ing Fire Companies, lluok and Ladder 
Companies, and Property Sav.ing Com- 
panies, aiul to appoint suah salaries and 
remuneration as may be necessary, sub- 
joot to the proviso that any bylaw made 
under the outhority of subsection 91 (now 
in recital) shall have no force or efl'oct lui- 
loss it contains provision that the Chief 
Engineer and Aasiatant Engineer be bi- 
ennially elected by tho muniuipal rate- 
payers nor utitil the bylaw has boon sub- 
mitted to tho ratepayers of the munici- 
pality and has been iqiproveci by them in 
tho manner provided by section 74, and 
subsections thereof, of the "iM unicipality 
Act, 1881;" 

And whoreau it ia expedient that the 
corporation of the City of Victoria should 
conlnil and regulate the Fire Department 
of tho city and make provisions for the 
election of the Chiuf and Assistant Eniii- 
neera thereof, and for tlio paynient of the 
officers and tiroinen thereof; 
• And whereas tho Chief Engineer, .'\a- 
siatant Engineer and Board of Delegates 
of llio Fire Department of tho city have 
conaented to and approved of thourrunge- 
ment and provision hereinafter made; 

lie it thoroforo enacted by the Council 
of the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria, in exercise of tho said recited pow- 
ers and of every other power enabling 
them in this behalf, aa follows: 

I Tho Firu Department of the city 
bIiuII henceforth consist of a Chief Engi- 
neer and an Assistant Kngineer, to be 
elected aa hereinafter mentioned, and 
throe Foremen, two Enginu Drivers, 
tivulvo lli'Semcn, pis l.Ioiik and Ladder 
men, lind ^i.icii r--"!yrve firemen as may 
from time to time be required to be ap- 
pointed as hereinafter mentioned. 

2. Immediately after the final passing 
of this bylaw and thereafter biennially \n 
tho month of December in each alternate 
year, the Council shall by resolution fix a 
time and place, appoint a returning otH- 
cer, and make other nocosaary arrange- 
ments for tho election of a Chief Engineer 
and an Aasiatant Engineer uf the Firo De- 
partment, in like manner as upon tho 
election of a mayor; and at such election 
every person who is rated upon the then 
laat revised uaseaeiiieiit roll of the city 
aliall bo entitled to (jiic Vuto for each 
ollice; but if only one candidate bo nomi- 
nated for an ollice, the ruiurniiig otlicer 
ahull forthwith declare, him duly elected 
withuut a poll. 

3. The Chief Engineer antl Aasistant 
Engineer so elected aa aforesaid ahall re- 
apectively hold ollice until their successors 
are elected or appointed, or until (before 
that time) they ahall die, resign, or cease 
to discharge their duties. 

4 In case the Chief Engineer or tho 
Ahtistant Kiigiiieer shall die, reaigii, or 
eeaso fioin any cause to dischargo tho du- 
ties of Ilia iiflico, the (Ji uiicil ahall appoint 
some other competent person to tho uihco 
in hia place until the next biennial clcc 
tion. 

5. The Foremen, Engine Drivers, lloae- 
men and Hook and Ladder men and re- 
serve tirmen aliall be appointed and may 
be removed from ollice frmn time to tiniu 
by llio Council. 

G. The hevend officers of tho Fire De- 
partment shall, wliilo tlu-y hold and dia- 
cliaigo the duties of their resptetivo oflices, 
bo untitled to be paid therefor at the rates 
next hereinafter mentioned, namely: 

Chief Engineer $700 per annum 

.Vssislant Kiigineer .'100 " " 

roremnu, each 150 " " 

Kugine Driver, each 7£0 " " 

llosomiin, each I'iO " " 

Hook and LiuUk-r Jleu, e. . 120 " 
And eiu'h lloseinaii and oaeh Hook and Lad- 
der innu shall also be entitled to be paid 50 
cents per hour or part of an honr while 
actually employed at ii lire. 

7. From and after the election of an En- 
gineer and .Assistnut liiigiueer uiidar this 
bylaw, it shall bo lawful for tho Council to 
take and hold possession of all tho real and 
perirenal property of the Firo Department 
of the city and all engines, machinery, and 
tools u.sed by or in connection with tho said 
Fire Department, and to assume tho entire 
control and ni/iiiagt.iiient thereof, and to 
iual;e .'^ueh rules and regulations us they 
shall deem necessary or e.Npedii iit for ear- 
ryiiig into ell'eet this bylaw, and from time 
to time to alter and revoke such rule'' aud 
regulations; and for nil or any of those 
purposes the Firo Wardens shall be a Com- 
mittee of tho Council. 

8. In nddition to the officers and men 
hereinbefore nicinlioiiLd tlio Fire Wardens 
may from tinu- to time appoint such reserve 
firemen as Ihoy shall deem necessary or ex- 
pedient, to be emidoyed when ealled upon, 
111 case of lire, by the Chie: Eugirieor or 
other oflieers acting in liis place; and such 
resevvc f.reuien, when so employed at a lire, 
shall bo paid at the rate of SI for tho first 
hour or part of an hour and SO cents for 
ciieh subsequent hour or jiart of an honr 
per man. In case any reserve firomnn 
shall be so called upon and report himself 
at a fire but shall uot actually he employed 
he shall be paid 50 cents. 

!). The Qi)[.uir;ilus of tho Firo Depart- 
ment ahall consist of steam fire-engines, 
ho:c c;irta and hose, hunk and ladder 
trucks, hydrants, water-tanks, firc-lad- 
ders, fire ularma and other necessary ap- 
paratus, in such numbers and quantities 
as shall from time to time bo deemed 
iiecoasary by the Council.
